You will recall that on December 3, 1971, I forwarded 
to your office a certified copy of an order of the Honorable 
Joseph 0. Zavatt, District Judge of the United States District 
Court for the Eastern District of Hew.^York, vaca ting a judg¬ 
ment of conviction rendered against_with a request 

that it be added to your records so that they might reflect 
the final disposition of this matter. However, with a letter 
dated December 10, 1971, you returned that order to me saying 
it could not be added to the file unless it came from the ori¬ 
ginal contributor of the fingerprints, along with an identifying 
number.
